Let’s continue the subject we 
started last week of washing blan- 
kets in readying them for summer 
storage. Electric blankets will be 
the topic this time, for they should 
be washed, not dry cleaned. 

Washing instructions came with 
your electric blanket. If you still 
have them safely in your instruc- 
tion files, follow these directions 
carefully. If you have misplaced 
them as many of us do, resolve to 
save instruction sheets and labels 
in the future, and follow the gener- 
al washing procedures we will out- 
line. 

You can wash your electric blan- 
ket in a washer that extracts water 
by spinning. Don't put electric 
bedding through a wringer: The 
fine wires are likely to be damag- 
ad. 

Pretreat soiled binding or spots 
ith a paste of detergent and 
vater rubbed in with a brush. Dis- 
'nnect removable electric parts. 
f there are dangling parts, tie 

em loosely in a washcloth or 
mall te) to confine them dur- 

'7 laundering.

wringing. 

For fabrics other than wool, fill 
the washer with warm water, add 
detergent as for normal washing, 
and agitate to dissolve. Add blan- 
ket, push under water. 

Agitate for 2 minutes, or soak for 

10 minutes, whichever is indicated 
by the amount of soil and type of 
fabric. 

Advance the control to the spin 
cycle and let the machine complete 
the spin, fill for the rinse, and 
agitate for 2 minutes. Spin again. 
Put through an identical rinse and 
spin; and a fabric softener to the 
last rinse if desired. 


DRYING YOUR ELECTRIC 
BLANKET 


Directions for some electric blan- 
kets permit tumble drying, others 


do not. Follow directions in either. 
case. n 

If your blanket can be tumble 
dried, preheat the dryer for 5 
minutes, on medium heat with five 
or six bath towels in it, Add the 
blanket; tuck the warm towels into 
the folds of the blanket, Dry for a 
short time, approximately 10 min- 
utes. 

Remove the blanket while it is 
still slightly damp and finish dry- 
ing it in the air. Overdrying may 
harm the blanket's heating ele- 
ment. 

To line dry, follow directions for 
a wool blanket. Use two parallel 
lines about 18 inches apart. Distri- 
bute the weight of the blanket 
evenly over the lines. To minimize 
line marks, cover lines with a 
folder sheet. Hang the blanket to 
form the shape of an M, not a U.? 
Turn the blanket over when parti- 
ally dry; be careful not to stretch 
it out of shape.
